Dear Paul Nicholas Boylan: 

This letter responds to your public records request received by the Mayor’s Office on February 
19, 2019 via email. Specifically, you made the following request: 

"I am informed and believe that sometime in approximately 2001, the Office of the Mayor turned 
a sharper focus on the public concern about pedophile priests and their victims. I am informed 
and believe that a number of public agencies, including the Office of the Mayor received records, 
created records, or has constructive possession of records pertaining to priest abuse issues. 

During this time, one or more public agencies entered into a dialogue with The Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of San Francisco (the “Archdiocese”) that resulted, in part, with the 
Archdiocese providing some public agencies, including the Office of the San Francisco 
District Attorney, with files containing documents and information pertaining to how the 
Archdiocese had responded to the issue of pedophile priests and their accusers for 
incidentspossibly going back as far as 80 or more years (hereinafter referred to as the ’’Files”). 



Please provide me with access to and copies of the following records: 

(1) Any Files described above that contain records originating with the Archdiocese 
pertaining to priest misconduct; 

(2) If there are no actual Files in your possession, then please provide me with access to 
and copies of any documents and/or information that originated in any of the 
aforementioned Files. 

(3) Any records the Office of the Mayor drafted or received from any source other than 
the Archdiocese, including but not limited to memos, meetings, minutes, electronic 
and nonelectronic communications, calendar entries, etc. 

(4) A copy of the Russionello Agreement described above. 

(5) Any agreement pertaining to the handling, use and/or maintenance of any records 
originating with the Archdiocese."
